Paedophile monster Webb 
groomed and raped boy, 14

A MAN has been jailed for 16 
years after a court heard he had 
groomed, sexually abused and 
raped a 14-year-old boy. 

Stephen Webb, 57, of Weston 
Green, Dagenham, was found 
guilty of one count of rape of a 
child under 16 and four counts of 
indecent sexual assault. 

Snaresbrook Crown Court on 
Monday, November 20, heard he 
committed the offences against 
his teenage victim more than 15 
years ago. 

He also pleaded guilty to three 
counts of making an indecent 
video of a child. 

Webb used online chatrooms to 
take advantage of the “vulnera¬ 
ble” victim, who had recently 
come out as gay to his family. 

The victim and his friend, aged 
16, agreed to meet Webb at Elm 
Park underground station, who 
drove them back to his home, 


where the victim confided in him 
about coming out. 

Webb assured him he would take 
care of him and invited the victim 
to stay at his house. 

The victim stayed overnight on 
several occasions in 1999 and 
2000. 

Initially there was no sexual 
contact, and the victim slept on 
Webb’s sofa. 

After a while Webb began to 
sexually assault the boy, asking 
him to sit on his lap before kissing 
and assaulting him, or forcing the 
victim - who police said saw 
Webb as his “knight in shining 
armour” - to watch pornography 
with him, including videos 
involving children, filmed in 
Webb’s home. 

The victim, afraid of upsetting 
his abuser, eventually agreed to 
sleep in Webb’s bed, where he was 
sexually abused on a number of 


occasions. On one occasion Webb 
pinned the victim down and raped 
him. 

That evening the boy confided 
in a female friend, who was at the 
time staying in a spare room, and 
they left the house. 

The victim decided against 
reporting the incident to the 
police. 

Detective Constable Charlotte 
Carter said: “The victim saw 
Webb as a surrogate father figure 
and someone he could confide in 
about being gay. 

“Webb abused this position of 
trust to exploit a vulnerable 
teenager for his own satisfaction.” 

The victim reported the abuse to 
police in August 2014 and Webb 
was arrested the following month. 

He told police he did not want to 
report Webb at the time because 
he did not want to ruin their rela¬ 
tionship. 


He had viewed Webb as some¬ 
one who offered him stability dur¬ 
ing a chaotic period in his life. 

An NSPCC spokesman said: 
“After winning his victim’s trust, 
Webb went on to exploit his vul¬ 
nerability and abuse him in the 
most horrific way. 

“Offenders like this rely on 
guilt, shame and embarrassment 
to ensure their victim remains 
silent, but as this case proves, it 
doesn’t have to be that way.” 

Detective Inspector Keith Ward 
said: “This conviction is another 
example of how the passage of 
time should not be perceived as a 
barrier to tackling offenders. 

“We remain committed to giving 
victims the chance to come for¬ 
ward and tell us what they have 
endured so that we can help find 
them justice.” 

Webb was acquitted of a further 
count of raping a child under 16.

Cut to W12 
bus route 
slammed 

EAST London's Save Our Buses 
(SOB) has criticised a decision to 
cut the frequency of the local W12 
bus route by a third.

The Monday to Saturday service 
will be cut, from three buses an hour 
down to two, on Saturday, December 
2. 

John Darnell of SoB, said: “This 
cut shows a total disregard for pas¬ 
sengers who will spend more time 
waiting at stops just as winter 
approaches. Hardest hit will be the 
most vulnerable bus user and those 
with reduced mobility. 

“We should be improving services 
not turning the clock back to failed 
transport policies from 20 years 
ago.” 

TFL, said: “To improve reliability 
and to match demand, we’re chang¬ 
ing the frequency.” 

John Darnell, continued: “The 
rapid decline of this service has been 
shocking. Passenger numbers have 
slumped 15 per cent in three years. 
Its a direct result of traffic delays 
causing poor reliability.”

PC Sarah Bunting, from the 
roads and traffic policing com¬ 
mand, said: “These were fright¬ 
ening experiences for both vic¬ 
tims, and we believe that the 
same person committed these 
offences. 

“We are appealing for anyone 
who recognises this man to 
come forward. It is possible 
that there are other victims 
who have yet to come forward, 
and we would urge those peo¬ 
ple to report these crimes. 

“You will be given the appro¬ 
priate support, and the allega¬ 
tion will be investigated.”
